Startling light. Brought to 


Indiana. is for the War and the 
Union. 


[Special Dispatch to the Chicago Tribune. } 
June 15, 1868. 

- The Indiana mass Union convention met 
this morning in the State House grounds, It 
was called to order by Col. Rose, U. &. Mar- 
shal. Judge John E. Elliot was made tem- 
porery President. A committee of one from 
each congressional district was appointed to 
report permanent officers. It was moved 
that a committee be appointed of two 
from each district, on resolutions. All 
resolutions prepared by caucusses were 
presented and referred to this com- 
mittee without debate. While the commit- 
tees were out Hon. Houry BSecrist Doug- 
las (Democrat). made a stirring speech, utterly 
ignoring party and party issues, pledging 
Indiana for men and money, without stint, to 
carry on the war. His attack upon the infa- 
mous Voorhees and Bright faction was most 
scathing and received with thunders of ap- 
plause by the vast crowd. He closed with a 
stirring appeal to the people, bidding them to 
crush out secession traitors in North and South, 
and rally around the glorious Union. 

The committee on permanent organization 
reported, Gov. Morton, chairman, with nine- 
teen viee presidents and eleven secretaries. 
Gov. Morton took the chair and made a mos‘ 
eloquent speech. In the course of which he 
read a letter from Hon. James Hughes of 
Bloomington announciug the startling fact 
that secret organizations had been formed in 
Brown county for the purpose of resisting the 
national tar, and that similar socic- 
ties were forming im other parts of 
the State. He calied upon the convention and 
people to put them down. He was responded 
to most enthusiastically in the affirmative. A 
letter from Gov. Wright, written from Wash- 
ington, was read, sympathizing ths 
jects of the convention. 

The committee on luti ized 
by appointing two from each met me 
district and four from the State at large. In 
balloting fer officers it was determined to 
allow oue vote for every 20 voters, and one 
vote for each fraction of 100 in each county. 

In the afternoon, prior to the opening of 
the convention, William A. Bickle, Martin M. 
Ray, Col. Kire of the 10th ‘Indiana regiment, 
and T. N. Stillwell, all Democrats, made most 
stirring war speeches, taking ground that, 
while not in favor of Congress legislating on 
slavery, it must take the chances of the war, 
and rebels must take care of their negroes as 
best they could. The Democratic party had 
crawled upon their belly and eaten dirt long 
enough for slavery. 

Balloting for candidates resulted in the fol- 
lowing nominations: 

Secretary of State—Wm A. Peele. 

State 4 ditor—Altbert Lange. 

State J reasvrer—J onathan 8. Harvey. 

Superintendent of Pubiic Instruction—J. J Mor- 
rieon 


Attorney General—D. R. Williamson. 

Both the latter are Democrats; the balance 
are Republicans renominated. 

After the nomfuations were made, the com- 
mittee on resolutions made a report, which 
was adopted without debate. The resolutions 
declare that the war was forced upon the 
country DY Svutiern dicunionists with- 
out cause; that the people of Indiana 
pledge themselves to provide men and money 
for the vigorous prosecution of the war. That 
the war cught not to cease until the rebellion 
is entirely crushed out, That the poople ex- 
pect an economical administration and con- 
dign punishment of fraud sgaiust the govera- 
ment. That the people of Indiana tender their 
profound sympathy to Union soldiers every- 
where, and their warm gratitude to the In- 
diana troops, and that while they are conqner- 
ing southern traitors, the people will condema 
at the ballot box all who are not forthe Union 
unconditiovaily. 

The resolutions were adopted with tremend- 
ous enthusiasm, and after a stirring epecch 
from Gov. Morton and addresses from the 
capdjdates, the convention adjourned “to 
meet at the polis,’ with three times three for 
the ticket, the constitution and the Union. 

The utmost harmony prevailed throughout 
the entire convention, and not a political dif- 
ference was bronght up. The union is now 
complete and the new ticket will carry the 
State like wilddre. 

The opposition to the Bright faction is in- 
tense and universal, The convention previ- 
ous to adjournment moved that the gevernor 
appoint a State central committee. They 
will be announced shortly, and will speedily 
and vigorously commence the canvass. Dem- 
ocrats and Republicans alike are animated by 
one motive, and will harmoniously work hand. 
in band. 

The Democratic caucus and the leaders 
were radical to an extent which will astound 
the tender-footed Chicage Democracy. One 
of them proposes after the war is over, to 
hang Davis, Slidell, Yancey and all the lead- 
ing traitors, and wil! accept no other alterna- 
tive. Another said, “If this rebellion-caanot 
be put down without the abolition of slavery, 
let slavery slide.” None of them had any 
terms or compromise of any description. 
Another said it must be war to the knife and 
the knife to the hilt. This is the feeling of 
unconditional Union Democracy.

We have received intelligence from the 
White river reconnoltering expedition to the 
evening of the 15th. This expedition left 
Memphis on the 13th Iinst., supposed to be 
bound for Vicksburg. On the l4th, the expe- 


dition reached the mouth of White River, 
without meeting any serious abuse, 

When the fleet come in sight of Helena, 
Arkansas, a rebel steamer was discovered, 
which, upon our approach, took to flight and 


made the quickest kind of time up White 


River. We followed—but, like the confede- 
rates, she proved too fleet to be overtaken. 
She had two hours start ofus. At this town 


miles above its mouth, the steamer which es- 
caped us at Helena was captured. She proved 
to be the Clara Dolson, a fine craft, worth at 
least $75,000, She was owned by Mr. Dolson, 
of New Orleans, and a steamboat captain from 
Bt.
